Toronto continued efforts are be¬ 
ing made to interest eastern coal 
users in Alberta coal. In this con¬ 
nection the new company whica 
brought out the Ford mine on the 
upper Highwood is working up 
Some publicly. 

Mervin Brown, chairman of the 
board of Allied Industrial Ltd., 
stated the other day in Toronto 
that his company had spent $100,- 
000 in research to ascertain the 
quality of hard-coal on property 
west of High River, Speaking to 
a service club he said: “We are 
honestly trying to develop one of 
the greatest resources of the coun¬ 
try in the interests of the people,’’ 
adding that Allied Industrials ad¬ 
vocates use of Alberta hard coal to 
replace anthracite imported into 
Ontario and Quebec. ' 

The Ontario market, he said, 
used 6,500,000 tons of anthracite 
a year, and Quebec an additional 
2,500,000 tons. Between 1920 and 
1944 Canada had imported $ 862 ,- 
000,000 worth .of anthracite from 
the United States and other sour¬ 
ces.

Their practical training will allow them 
to assist in kitchens, thus releasing experienced rooks for other duties, such 
as stalling the C.P.R. Rummer hotels, when those resorts re-open. Under 
the direction of Krnest J. WeFli, (lower Jeft) catering supervisor of Canadian 
Pacific hotels, 14 young nvrti have begun the two-year course at the Royal 
Ydrk Hotel in Toronto with 10 of" the embryo cooks who are undergoing 
training shown above. Mr. Wetli is now organizing the school at the Chateau 
Frontenac in Queliec and will line up similar courses in C.P.R; hotels at 
Winnipeg, Regina, Calgary and Victoria in their turn.

“Vulcan Booster” has the right 
idea, a community, centre Ground, 
which to build the equipment and 
opportunity for physical training 
and wholesome recreation as an in 
troduction to living. The commun¬ 
ity centre idea has grown out of 
no sudden whim, nor does it reflect 
a passing fancy. Following the 
first World-War many living mem¬ 
orials were built especially in the 
U.S.and today the demand is for a 
great extensibn of those services. 

These include circulating Jibrar-” 
ies, singing groups, small orches¬ 
tras, rhythm bands, handicrafts of 
all sorts, swimming pools, playing 
fields, drama and art, discussion 
groups and public speaking. Per¬ 
haps in the long run its greatest 
contribution is to the community 
Mental Health in the prevention of 
delinquency, petty crimes and ill- 
will. 

. That thousands of our Canadian 
Youtbnever took part in organized 
sports is proven by their own ad¬ 
missions on entering the services. 
They had never known the advan¬ 
tages of co-operation with one’s 
fellows, the mental alertness, the 
habits of industry, the self-respect 
the interest in doing, the capacity 
for making decisions that are best 
learned on a nation’s playing fields 
Are we willing to work together so, 
that this National calamity be¬ 
longs only £o our past ? 

It has always been much easier 
to deplore the youth of today who 
indulge in soft-drinks and sit in 
dark movie houses than it has 
been to bestir ourselves to provide 
more wholesome and creative ways 
of living. Take time to compare 
the passive faces of the non-parti- 
pants with the alertness and initi¬ 
ative of those groups who make 
their own fun. Where young peo¬ 
ple have never an idle moment 
there is no time for petty snobber¬ 
ies and cliques and everyone joins 
in good w’holesome fun. 

Unfortunately tpday’s activities 
for all ages—groups tend to with¬ 
draw into small, tight organiza¬ 
tions and at no point really do all 
members bf a community have the 
pleasure of coming together ex¬ 
cept as they pass each other on the 
main street. - 

The community centre provides 
both veteran and civilian a meet¬ 
ing place, to know each other bet¬ 
ter and to know the problems fac¬ 
ing each. Even of greater import¬ 
ance it trains the growing desire 
for service to tht community and 
aids in raising a generation of 
young people who will know how 
to handle the problems of keep-

Following is 4 letter received 
by Mr. Bill Ritchie from Fit. Sgt. 
Bob Saunders: 

“Well, we arrived in England 
again safe and sound on October 
26th. I should have written sooner, 
but we were so glad to get back to 
civilization again and were able to 
talk to white girls, go to dances, 
parties, etc., that writing letters 
has not been on our minds. 

“I spent seven days' leave In, 
Scotland and had a very- good time.' 
If gin now -ilaa going oh seven 
days’ leave again....When well get 
home, I ddhT know. I’m sure it 
won’t be for Christmas at any rate. 
The weather here in Bournemouth 
is nice except for the fain. I just 
got over a cold which is quite a 
relief. 

“We had ayery nice boat trip 
from India to England, but after 
we came out of the Mediterranean 
into the Irish Sea it was really 
rough. I didn’tget sick. England 
was having an 8S m jJ.tn. gale which 
held us up in the Mersey River at 
Liverpool for three days. They 
had three anchors down, and was 
the ship ever tossing around. We 
finally made it. / 

“I received some Advocates in 
India just; before I left, and I just 
received another here. It is good 
to get them and read what the 
people back home are doing. I 
hear you had a sale and are now 
staying in the dub. 

“By the way, did you have a n[ce 
holiday in-the States. I’ll bet every¬ 
one down there was glad to see you. 

“Well, Grandpa, I’m running 
short so I’ll write more later on. 
I’ve heen neglecting my letter 
writing lately and must try to do 
better. Cheerio for now. Give 
everyone my regards.”

CONTINUING BLOOD CLINICS 


fpHE Red Cross is hoping to continue the life-giv- 
ing branch of its service known as the Blood 
Donor clinic.| Inaugurated in war.years it was de¬ 
signed to save the lives of battle victims and speed 
their recovery by providing plasma for military 
centres overseas. With the close, of the war, the re¬ 
quirements for overseas use diminished. But in 
every hospital in Canada the need for plasma exists 
to save the lives of our Canadians at home. The 
Red Cross facilities for collecting blood donations 
through the mobile clinics are so well organized, 
that the work of these mobile clinics may be con¬ 
tinued. 

Success depends entirely on public approval and 
continued contributions. It has often been charged 
that we rise to heights of sacrifice an^Awareness 
during war years, and then allow these virtues to 
lapse when the urgency of war is over. W.e become 
self-centred and indifferent to the welfare of our 
neighbors. We are found capable of. great generos¬ 
ity to people across the oceans, and view with cal¬ 
lous eye the wrongs and needless sufferings- round 
about us. ... 


The public has an opportunity to show whether 
these charges are true. The appeal of the Red Cross 
tor continued donations to blbod clinics Will shov. 
by the response given whether a humanitarian spir¬ 
it still exists. It is said that a life is a life whether 
-it is on the field of battle, or in our own local hos¬ 
pital. Perhaps it may be a neighbor, a small child, 
a promising youth who is assured of continued use¬ 
fulness by these free gifts of life-giving blood. 

It is true that transfusions can be secured in our 

own hospitals. But for the most part they are very 
costly to the individual, who in many instances can 
ill afford Ihe expense. It is a stipulation of the Red 
Cross that plasma coming to hospitals through don¬ 
ations of the public to the Red Cross blood clinics, 
bd without cost td the sufferer. Another advantage is 
that the plasma supply through the Red 'Cross will 
be available more quickly to the patient. 

In course of time the Red Cross clinics will be 
moving from town to town seeking donations as they 
have done in the past, but this time for Use in Cat, 
adian hospitals. What is the response going to be?
